Vote Today on 


Gov'! Controls

The nation’s wheat farmers were 
to decide with their votes torte. 
whether they will get strict federal 
marketing quotas and acreage al­ 
lotments on their 1955 crop. 
It was the second straight year 
the issue has been put up to th •• 
farmers. 
Last year they favored 
quotas and wheat acreage was cut 
20 per cent from 1953 
In Kansas, the nation’s top wheat 
state, an agriculture official pre 
dieted farmers would return the 
same verdict this year. 
Between 
800.000 
and 
900.000 
farmers raising more than 15 acres 
of wheat were eligible to vote 
\ 
two-thirds vote is necessary to ap 
prove controls. 
A pro-control vote would cut 
1955 acreage 12 per cent and assure 
farmers of supports at a fairly 
high level. 
But they don’t know how bien 
because Congress is still debating 
what level of supports to put on 
basic crops after the rigid high 
90 per cent of parity expires the 
year. 
The House has already approve I 
a flexible program ranging from 
82 1-2 to 90 per cent of parity 
Agriculture 
Department 
officials 
predicted the support level would 
be anywhere from 75 to 90 per eenf, 
or $1 87 to $2 24 a bushel at present 
rates. 
If farmers reject quotas, wheat 
support levels will drop to 50 per 
cent of parity.
